monia at the hospital, .Tames R. 
Hodges, 73 years old, one of 
the very earliest pioneers in 
Covina valley, died yesterday 
morning s h o r t l y after 10 
o'clock. 


The elder Hodges, who leaves a 


widow, and children well known in 
prominent positions here and else- 
where, had been in ill health for 
several years, and had been retired 
from all activity. For many years 
he and his wife have lived at 322 
School street. The funeral will be 
held tomorrow ,>'Saturday) at three 
o'clock at the rribi, <uy of Christian- 
sen & Moore, to wi.^h the family 
extends an invitation especially to 
pioneers who knew and worked 
with him down thru the years. 


Mr. Hodges came here in 1882. He 


was born in Hart county, Kentucky, 
73 years ago on September 30, and 
as a young man came to Santa Ana, 
later coming to the Covina area, and 
was active here when the Phillips 
tract was laid out'as a subdivision. 
He is credited with having brought 
the first orange trees into this part 
of the valley, many of the present 
orchards being the- result of his 
ability as a nurseryman, feudder and 
grafter.

of tiie peace''of Rowland township 
when the entire vall/sy was under 
one lower court jurisdiction. Later 
he was horticultural inspector for 
many years in this district, and thru 
his investigations was credited with 
the discovery of root damage from 
nematodes, a report over which he 
worked for several years, and which 
"made the base, for bulletins issued 
by the University of California and 
utilized hi Utah and other states in 
connection with beet-growing. 


Mr; Hodges was at one time an 


extensive owner of city property in 
Covina, building many of the store 
buildings now in use on Citrus ave- 
nue, as well as roominghouses and 
apartments for laborers.

tax payments of $59,803,224 
have been made by Los An- 
geles county taxpayers for the 
first half of the fiscal year just 
ended , it was announced yes- 
terday by H. L. Byram, county 
tax collector. 


Payments represent 57 per cent of 


he total billing of $104,477,550, the 
argest in the history of the county, 
and are $6,289,047 over the 1935 tax 
collections for the same period. 


County school taxes, as well as 


municipal taxes of the cities for 
which the county collects the taxes, 
are included in the figures. 


Covina city collections for the half 


year were $22,082.84, which repre- 
sents 63.36 per cent of the year's 
total charge of $34,853.20. This com- 
pares with the 1935-36 half-year 
record which showed collections of 
$22,400.14, against a charge of $36,- 
289.81, or a total of 61.73 per cent 
collected. 


West Covina collections for the 


half year were $3653.29, which rep- 
resents 61.16 per cent of the year's 
total charge of $5973.38. This com- 
pares with the 1935-36 half-year 
record which showed collections of 
$3683.00, against a charge of $6035:40, 
,or a total of 61.02 per cent collected.

There are approximately 450,000 


taxpayers in the county and 1,300,000 
parcels of property. The number is 
growing each year, as new subdivi- 
sions are placed on the market. Dur- 
ing the depression, however, a few 
subdivisions reverted to acreage, but 
the trend is definitely in the other 
direction now, as evidenced by new 
;ubuivision maps pending before the 
regional planning commission and 
city councils of various cities, par- 
ticularly Los Angeles.

PRIVATE SALES INCREASE 


ANALYZED IN REPORT FOR 


COVINA ORANGE GROWERS 


Valencia oranges shipped by Covina Orange Growers asso- 


ciation commanded the highest prices in the market, and gave 
consumer satisfaction thruout the entire season, Henry Hepner, 
manager of that organization, reported at the annual meeting, 
held last Saturday at the packinghouse. 


During a visit which the manager^—— 


made to eastern markets last fall, I 
the jobbers were strong in their 
praise of the brands packed by this 
association, he said. They hud of- 
tentimes during the season paid 
prices 
for the association's small 


fruit that larger sizes had brought 
during the entire season. Partly be- 
cause of the quality of the associa- 
tion's vnlcncias there was a decided 
increase in private sales as related 
to public auction, an increase of nine 
pur cent sold at private sale over 
that of the previous season. 


NAVELS DIFFICULT 


In common with most of the as- 


sociations in this locality, the Covina 
Orange Growers association during 
the navel season experienced many 
difficulties, and the season was un- 
satisfactory in many respects. First 
arrivals of the navels last year was 
at a time when the cast was exper- 
iencing the coldest weather in fifty 
years. It was so cold that many 
cars could rnt be opened for days 
because of danger of freezing. This 
bad weather subsided, and the na- 
vels began to 
bring 
.satisfactory 


prices, but rainy weather commenc- 
ed in California and seriously af- 
fected the picking schedule, causing 
a shortage of shipments. Because of 
small amount on the market, the 
navels began to bring the highest 
prices of the season. When the wea- 
ther cleared, all growers in southern 
California were anxious to get fruit 
to market, especially when water rot 
began to appear in alarming per- 
centage in the navels. The Covina 
association used extreme care in 
packing, with the result that packing 
costs were increased, but was for- 
tunate in avoiding any great amount 
of decay in transit, and the Covina 
organization was able to maintain 
the confidence of the private sales 
trade, he said.

Home for disabled veterans at 


Yountville is one of thirty-three 
state veterans' homes in the United 
States. It was started by the G. A. 
R. in 1880 and taken over by the 
state in 1900. Disabled veterans of 
all wars are cared for but must 
have lived in California continuously 
for six years immediately preceding 
entrance. Included are 10 G. A. R. 
veterans, all about 95 years of age. 
The federal government contributes 
$120 per man per year. Located on 
913 acres in beautiful Napa valley. 
Has a marvelous and modern hos- 
pital, two modern fireproof bar- 
racks; three more barracks and a 
mess hall of 1880 wooden construc- 
tion—extreme fire hazards in spite 
of every precaution. Old barracks 
in which over half the men sleep 
are three stories high, rotting at 
the foundations; men sleeping in at- 
tic and basement on dirt floor— 
crowded and under conditions you 
wouldn't keep cattle. There are no 
adequate fire escapes and if a fire 
ever starts in one of these old bar- 
racks at night hundreds cj: men will 
burn like rats.

Lighter Citrus 
Shipments 
Boost Prices 


Increase of approximately thirty- 


three and a third per cent in the 
average price of navel oranges re- 
sulted last week from the lighter 
shipments of California oranges due 
to the cold weather, according to the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange. 


Sales, on the other hand, were 


about 25 per cent lighter, the Ex- 
change reported, so that the net re- 
sult appeared to be that growers 
would receive more money for the 
smaller amount of fruit shipped.

Money Orders 
Accepted for 
Tax Payments 


Taxpayers of Los Angeles county 


will pay in approximately $40,000,- 
000 to the county treasury during 
the next three months, it was esti- 
mated today by Tax Collector H. L. j 
Byram as' second installment taxes 
became due and payable. 


Exactly three months, or until 


April 20, is allowed for payment of I 
second installments, before a 3 per 
cent penalty is added. Penalty of 
8 per cent already has been added 
to first installment taxc^, that were 
not paid by December 5, Byram ex- 
plained.

money order, which gives the tax- 
payer a receipt, and makes it un- 
necessary to stand in line.

fifty years a resident of this valley, 
passed away at midnight Sunday at 
the Covina hospital.

She was the oldest of the four 


children of Silas B. and Elizabeth G. 
Lindsley and was born February 21, 
1851, near Baltimore, Maryland.

She 
had many reminiscences of the Civil 
war, in which her father served. 


October 25, 1874, she was married 


to Dr. C. M. L. Hosteller at Loving- 
ton, Illinois, and they made their 
home there until 1886, when, with a 
large party of friends and relatives 
from that section of Illinois, they 
came to California.

He compiles weather figures 
from many sources that pour in upon him 
from the government stations and scientific 
bureaus.

vancement in laboratory work, and of com- 
munication. When a polar air-wave is com- 
ing our way it can't travel as fast as radio 
waves that tell of its progress. Ships at sea 
may not arrive in port for many days, but 
the facts they send by wireless concerning 
storms and their velocity and direction are 
given us as often as required. Science is revo- 
lutionizing industry, agriculture, as well as 
giving new trends to the social habits of man- 
kind.
